To the Edoter of The Checage Tribune: 
 Sre: At a meeting of the Board of Corporators 
of the Home, held Sept. 23, 1874, the Chairman 
was requested to present to the public, through 
your paper, some facts connected with the his- 
tory of this institution, in the hope of thereby 
“increasing the general interest in this philan- 
throvic enterprise, and multiplying the contribu- 
tions for its support. The beautiful building 
recently occupied as a permanent Home bas cost 
shus far $41,044.29, of which sum $3,000 has 
been paid on the land, and $1,000 for interest, 
making the actual cost: of the house alone 
237,044.29. Itis estimated that only between 
$3,000 and 24,000 additional will be required to 
complete this building and put the grounds in 
suitable order, making the total cost when the 
work is finished probably under 45,000. The 
Board have carefully examined the accounts of 
Dr. Shipman, avd tnd that every dollar 
been carefully and economically expended, 
and that the actual cost wi!l fall at least 
$5,000 below the estimate of the architect. 
While they cali attention to the perfectness 
and beauty of the entire structure, and especial- 
ly to its substantial character, they venture to 
* affirm that no building was ever erected in this 
tity more perfect in its adaptation to the pur- 
poses for which it 1s designed and at so low a 
cost. itis built of brick, is five stories high, 
60 feet deep, and contains forty rooms. The 
basement iloor is concreted to guard against 
tate; the partitions on the first, second, and 
shird floors are ali of brick, the stairways are of 
solid wood, and, in fact nothing has been epared 
to secure safety and permauency, and not a dol- 
lar has been expended for mere ornament. The 
Fire Marshal stated in his recent visit that there 
was not a building in the city better protected 
wgainst fire. The furnishing of the different 
rooms has been the work of Christian benevo- 
ence,—as for example, one room bas been 
furnished by the Centenary Methodist Church ;

the Kevenue officers, or to United Commissioner

While itis the privilege of any citizen who may 
know of violations of the law, to report the same to 
the proper otticers, and while I would encourage such 
praciice, still, when such reports come to the knowl-

last year. Of these there were fomales, 62; 
males, 81; married, 27; single, 116; 54 were 
under 1 year of diseases—conyuisions, 
21; cholera inf ; consumption, 8. The 

ity was greatest in the Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, and Fifteenth Wards. 

The sanitary report for the month shows a to- 
tal of 809 deaths; 411 less than the preceding 
99 less than the corresponding 
mouth of last year. Of these there were males, 
445; females,e3i4; eolored, 10; white, 799; 
native, 199; foremn, 422. The daily average 
rate was 27. 

The mortality by wards is as follows: First, 
4; Second, 4; ‘hird, 27; Fourth, 23; Fifth, 16; 
Sixth, 91; Seventh, 70; Eighth, 72; Nimth, 45; 
Tenth, 11; Kieventh, 18; Twelfth, 21; Tbir- 
teenth, 28; Fourteenth, 18; Fifteenth, 129;

The weekly report of the Health Officer shows 
that there were 401 nuisance notices served, 434 
nuisances abated; 186 sewer notices bBerved, and 
147 sewer connections - His monthly report 
shows that, during September, 1,779 nuisances 
were abated and 610 sewer connections made. 
Articles condemned: 17 quarters beef, 10,136 

nds of fresh meat, 6,420 pounds of corned 

, 926 dozen eggs, 36 boxes of grapes, 36 boxes 
of peaches, and other articles in smaller quanti- 
ties ; 2,350 loads of garbage were removed by the 
scavengers, 2,400 loads of ashes, and 993 
dead animals. Suits brought for violation of 
Health ordinances, 66. Total amount of fines 
assessed, $577. 

The City Physician's report gives the statistics 
of his practice. He says that all persons enter- 
ing the Bridewell are immediately vaccinated. 
He closes by calling the attention of the Board 
tothe necessity of makiug some provision for 
the supply of drugs at different police stations. 
The Sanitary Superintendent indorses his sug- 
gestions, and proposes that each poiice sta- 
tion be supplied with suitable drugs, 
and also a temporary ward for the 
reception of the injured and sick. He also calls 
for some regulation goyerning street-car and 
omnibus companies in the protection of their 
passengers from discages of all kinds. He wants 
the plush cushion-seats abolished and leather 
ones substituted, and suitable ventilation in all 
the conveyances. He then called the attention 
of the Board to the necessity of some proper 
ordinance or regulation in relation to tenement- 
houses. The growth of the city, with the in- 
crease in the number of tenement-houses, with 
the attendant crowding together of targe com- 
munities mm one building, is a question that 
should receive the attention of the Board, Such 
buildings are fraught with danger to the city, 
both on moral and sanitary grounds. These sug- 
gestions will all be acted upon at the next ses- 
sion of the Board.

THE COURTS. 


Record of Business Transacted Yes- 
terday. 
THE GREAT WESTERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The motion for the appointment of a Receiver 
in the case of the Great Western Telegraph Com- 
pany, which was continued from last week, came 
up again yesterday morning before Judge Will- 
iams. In the meantime, however, the various 
interests had agreed, and Mr. Bennett, one of 
the attorneys, accordingly presented a draft of 
an order which it had been agreed should be 
filed. This order, or agreement, was, in sub- 

ce, that a Keceiver should be appointed by 
the Court, if necessary, and that the case should 
be referred to a Master to determine 
the amount of debts owing by the Company, 
and to whom, and to report tothe Court. The 
Judge was to use his own discretion, and, if ab- 
solutely necessary, order a sale of the Com- 
pany’s property and fr@Achise, provided, how- 
ever, that the property should not be sold fora 
less sum than 100 cents on the dollar of the in- 
debtedness proven. This condition as to the 
price the property should bring raised a sudden 
and animated discussion when it was read, as it 
was seen, as the Judge remarked, that it was pos- 
sible the property would not be 
worth the debts, and so no _ sale 
could be made. After a hot altercation 
as tothe validity of the Hilton and Réeve’s 
claims and the legality of the former, which 
threatened to upset all amicable arragoments, 
the objectionable clause was expunged, aud it 
was agreed instead that it snouid be left to the 
discretion of the Court, if it was impossible to 
sell for the full amount of the claim, to sell on 
such terms as should be equitable. 

Judge Williams then remarked that his duty 
appeared to be merely to carry out the terms of 
the agreement, but asked that the parties should 
suggest the names of some _ persons 
among which toselect a Receiver. E. A. Small 
thereupon suggested the name of George W. 
Wheeler, former Clerk of the County Court. 
Mr. Harding, however, strenuously objected to 
Mr. Wheeler. Hewished a man who wouid 
vigorously contest the claims of Hilton and 
Reeve, and did not think the person named was 
suitable. Asthe order was not ready to be 
filed, and as a separate order would be made for 
a Receiver, no appointment was made, and the 
parties left, agreeing to draw up the order pro- 
posed, have it signed by those interested, and 
filed to-morrow morning. 

AN AUTHOR'S TROUBLES. 

Judge Rogers was occupied yesterday in hear- 
ing the case of Mre. Stella 5S. Coatsworth va. 
Church, Goodman & Donnelly, printers and 
bookbinders here before the fire. Mrs. Coats- 
worth in 1869 wrote or compiled a work calied 
“The Loyal People of the Northwest,” and en- 
gaged the derendants to print and bind 650 cop- 
ies, for which she was to pay $1,000. She claime 
that she kepét her part of the agreement, but that 
the defendants failed to deliver the books as 
agreed, to her great loss. The defendants, on 
the other hand, allege that they fulfilled 
ther contract, and even did more 
for Mrs. Coatsworth’s beneiit. Mra. 
Coatsworth lays her damages at about 
$1,200 actual losses, The trial occupied all day 
yesterday in the examination of the plaintiff 
alone, and will probably take up the whole of 
to-day. Mr. Hervey appears for Mrs. Coats- 
worth, and Parker, Wait & Hopkins for the de- 
fendants.’

PRESIDENT KEEP’S REPORT. 

The strictures of President Keep, of the Chi- 
cago & Nortiwestern Railway Company, on the 
railway legislation of certain Western States, 
especialy Wisconsin, are, we think, on the 
whole well taken. It may be that the head of a 
lurge railway corporation like the Northwestern 
is not the most impartial of commentators on a 
statute in which he aud those he represents are 
so deeply interested. But, after making all due 
allowances for the prejudices of Mr. Keep 


there remains enough of reason in what be says 


to commend it to all thinking men. Cor- 
porations, it is said, have no souls. 
Railway corporations are, in their na- 
ture, monopolies. Railway corporations have 
been guuty of unjust discrimination in their 
charges. And, because they have, they have 
provoked a cry of indignation, and the enacti- 
ment of legislation which would cure one injus- 
tice oniy by committing another and perhaps 
greater one. We are not prepared to adit 
that Government should have nothing to say 
about the regulation of railways. On the con- 
trary, we think that such interference, and still 
more the power to exercise it, even though it be 
not employed, may at any time become 
an imperative duty. This seems to be 
the lesson of experience, and the con- 
viction of at least a very large num- 
ber of those persons who, like Chief-Justice 
Redfield, of Vermont, have given the matter the 
attention it deserves. But then, whatever in- 
terference does take place should be rational. 
‘The railway corporations, while they should not 
be exempted from the control of the sovereign 
power of the State, should be guaranteed 
against the abuse of that power. The Potter 
law was enacted on the assumption that railway 
corporations have no riglits which the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Wiscousin is bound to re- 
spect. it is argued that since, by the Constitu- 
tion of that State, the Levislature has the 
right of repealing gnd altering all rail- 
way charters, it may introduce into them 
whatever modifications it wishes, it matters 
not how unreasonable. This is the only construe- 
tion that can be put on the clause of the Consti- 
tution above referred to. It is the only reason- 
abie construction of an unreasonable provision 
of law. It is the construction which eminent 
jurists like Judges Drummond and Dayis, of the 
Federal Cowts, and Chief-Justice Ryan, of the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin, have been able to 
put upon it. Against its unjust provision there 
is but one remedy,—its repeal or modification by 
the Legislature. . 

Among the objectionable features of the Pot- 
ter law referred to by Mr. Keep are that it sets 
apart two roads, the Chicago & Northwestern 
aud the Milwaukee & St. Paul, irrespect- 
ive of their cost, earnings, expense 
of working, or financial condition, and

requirements, Nor is there any reason why 
these two roads should be classed together. . He 
complains also that sevep new classes of froight 
comprising grain, flour, salt, lumber, live stock, 
agricultaral implements, coal, are to be trans- 
ported by rail at prices fixed on a sliding-scale, 
allowing a certain rate for the first 25 miles, and 
diminishing the rate with every successive stage 
of 25 miles, whether the freight is transported 
over one road or many, whether the roads belong 
to the same or to different classes, or whether 
they receive equal or different rates for the 
same service. Another of the features of the 
law objected to by Mr. Keep is, that the Railway 
Commissioners appointed under the act are still 
further authorized to reduce the tariffs at their 
discretion; and that these three men are unfa- 
miliar with, and inexperienced in, railway man- 
azement. 

We agree with Mr. Keepin the opinion that 
the people of Wisconsin will next winter enact a 
more equitable railway law than the * Potter 
law” is. They are not disposed to cease en-

A vote on them wil! be 
no more influenced by Republican or Democratic 
or Independent afiiliations than it will be by a 
belief in Darwinism or in Kepler’stheory of the 
planets. Jt makes no difference to the tax-payers 
of Chicago whether the men they send to vote on 
these questions are im favor of putting down 
rebellions. The one thing needful is that they 
should be in favor of putting Gown dishonesty 
aod inefficiency. The comiig Republican Con- 
ventions have a chance to secure thousands of 
doubtfal votes by nominating unexceptionable 
candidates for the State Sepate and Housge. If 
their members are such blockheads as to 
throw away the chance and (trot ont 
the old line of party-hacks, the honest citi- 
zens of Chicago must nominate for them- 
selves. It is a good year for Independents. 
There is no district in the city in which at least 
one resident of spotless repute cannot be elected 
to the Legislatare by a little determined effort.

SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 

The late Bari Derby is reported to have said 
that he and ome other man were the only per- 
sons in the world who ever understood the 
Schleswig-Holstein question, and that the other 
man was dead. If’this were true, his own death, 
which occurred soon afterwards, left the world 
in a pitiable plight;—the more so, inasmuch as 
the cld question, or a part of it, is once more a 
fruitful subject of European discussion. De- 
spite the mystery that has been made of the 
matter, -be main outlines of the present ques- 
tion are not*difficult of comprehension. 

The King of Denmark exercised a sort of 
protectorate over the two Duchies of Schleswig | 
and Holstein, which form the sourthern part of 
the Danish peninsula. Holstein was almost ex- 
clusively German, the southern part of Schles- 
wig was half-and-half, and the northern part 
was almost exclusively Danish. In 1864, Aus- 
tria and Prussia wrested both Duchies from the 
Danes. A quarrel over the spoils led to the 
Austro-Prussian war of 1866, which paved the 
way for the German Empire. The Treaty of 
Prague ended this conflict. By it Prussia prom- 
ised Austria and France tw submit the 
restoration to Denmark of North Schleswig to 
a vote of the inhabitants, and to abide 
by the result of that vote. This promise has 
never been fulfiiled. The only pretense of ‘tul- 
fillment wes coupled with a demand that Prussia 
should be allowed to exercise a protectorate over 
the German population, if the vote should be for 
cession. Deumark rejected this, as a matter of 
course, Euch divided sovereiguty could not ex- 
ist. The negotiations have never been renewed. 
The representatives of North Schleswig in the 
German Parliament lose their seats, year after 
year, by declining to take the pres¢ribed oath, 
and are as regularly re-elected. / The feel- 
ing of their constituents and off the Danes 
proper against Germany is / very bitter. 
The latter’s’ speedy success against France 
was the only thing that prevented Den- 
mark’s participation in the war of 
1870. Prussia’s violation of the Treaty of Prague, 
therefore, keeps alive discontent among a num- 
ber of her own subjects, makes Denmark her 
constant foe, supplies Austria with a perfectly 
valid pretext for war at any time, feeds fat the 
modern grudge of France, and makes the friend- 
ship of Great Britain and Russia doubtful, inas- 
much as the heur-avparent to the throne of each 
of these Empires is married to a daughter of the 
present King of Denmark. Under sach circum- 
stances, honesty certainly seems the best policy. 
The broken promise of the Treaty of Prague 
may be the ostensible cause of the next great 
European war, apd that war may result in crip- 
pling Prussia as she has crippled France.

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THE REV. T. M. EDDY.

The following telegram was received yesterday 
eveully : 
New York, Oct. 6, 1874, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
The Rev. Dr. Eddy, Missionary Secretary of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, lies at the point of death 
at his residence in this city. Surgeon Sands and other 
recut physicians prouounce tav Doctor as beyoud 
ali hope of recovery, T. Lk, TROWBRIDGE, 
This melancholy intelligence, which gives no 
room for hope, will be read with sorrow by the 
thousands who knew Dr. Eddy inside aud out- 
side the denominauion of which he was the or- 
nament and the pride. Few were better known 


in the West than he, and in losing him Jiethod- 


lights. Dr. Eddy was born im Hamilton County, 
O., on the 7th of September, 1823. His father 
was the Rev. Augustus Eddy, a well-known and 
popular munister in the Methodiss Episcopal 
Church. It was from his early home-asso- 
ciations that Dr. Eddy gained his unbigoted 
love for the ecclesiastical system which he 
so long ably defended and worthily represented. 
In his boyhood he was of rather frail physique, 
and hence he was obliged frequently to curb his 
desire to study. In 1836 his father’s family 
sought a home on an Indiana farm, and here the 
son alternately worked, went to school, aud 
taught, the latter occupation at once formulat- 
ing his knowledge and recruiting his financial 
resources. At an academy he laid the founda- 
tion of that classica] culture which he attained 
after deep private study, and from a library of 
English litecature, embracing history, poetry, 
philosophy, and fiction, selected by nis fa:her. 
be cultivated his powers of thought, and laid 
the foundation of that forcible, laconic, and 
often elliptical style which many who have heard 
him weil remember. 

In 1842 he entered the ministry, being appoint- 
ed to acircuit on the Ohio River. This was a 
tield of labor well caiculated to test the pluck 
and enthusiasm with which he had embarked up- 
on his fe’s labor. How well he performed his 


first year’s work is attested by the fact that in | 
| Mayor, Police Commissioners, Aldermen, and 


that time he kept all his appointments, preached 
over 300 times, and attended conscientiously to 
the social meetings peculiar to his Gdenonipation. 
He soon became a newspaper correspondent and 
a writer for magazines and reviews, and quite 
early in his ministry he was complimented with 
the honorary degree of M. A Very 
shortly he took the leading position 
among his brethren which his attain- 
ments warranted, and was appointed to some of 
the very best churches within the limits of the 
Conference to which he belonged. Im 1856 Dr. 
Eddy’s literary powers earned for him a call to 
the editorial chair of the Northwestern Christian 
Advocaie, made vacant by the death of the Kev. 
James Watson. Here was a rich fieid for the 
energetic young minister. The paper was in its 
infancy then, and its snecess depended largely 
upon the work of the chief editor, who soon 
made his mark upon the paper, and in the re- 
gions where it was circulated his influence was 
felt and grew daily. Under his editorship the 
subsecription-list of the paper frau up 
from 11,000 to about 30,000, and the 
growing influence of the Northweslern 
soon justified the belief that it would become as 
powerful av agent in molding the religiogs con- 
victions of the people as was a powerful political 
paper in swaying its communities of friendly 
politicians. In the well-known slavery contro- 
versy in the Methodist Church, the Northwestern 
was extremely but wisely radical, as the event 
showed, when in 1860 the Methodists of the 
Northwest went tothe Genera! Conference of 
that year as a unit for the radical ecclesiastical 
legislation concerning slavery then accomplished. 

The first editorial by Dr. Eddy on national af- 
fairs which attracted general attention was an 
elaborate review of the Dred Scott decision, 
which won the hearty approval of leading states- 
men aad jurists both by its patriotic spirit and 
careful research. Later on, when the loval Method- 
ist Ministers in the South were suffering persecu- 
tions, when sectional feeling rao _ high, 
and the people waited for confident 
guidance, Dr. Eddy, through the Northwestern’s 
columns, addressed a stinging letter to President 
Buchanan, which was everywhere read with 
intense interest, and was widely copied by scores 
of newspapers and reprinted as a campaign 
document, so ably did it recite issues, recount 
indignities, and point the contrast between 
American wrongs and freemen’s vested rights. 
Its influenc, was especially felt in Lilinois during 
the campaign when the names of Lincoln, 
Douglas, and Breckenridge were before the peo- 
ple. During the War the Northwasiern, in its io- 
fluential sphere, was thoroughly radical; and, 
when armed conflict became inevitable, it advo- 
cated the truly merciful policy of a vigorous 
prosecution of the War. Ever seconding the 
call for troops, it was the firat to condemm the 
policy of protecting Rebel property; to call for 
military emancipation, and to persistently 
maintain that the War was one of 
ideas, and that half measures were 
recreabtly treasonable toward God and man. 
Thus the paper stepped into a leading position 
among the journals of the West, won a place in 
the warm hearts of the ras and became 
ever welcome to the tents of the soldier. 

During the War, Dr. Eddy was also conspicu- 
ous in promoting the interests of the Christian 
aud Sanitary Commissions, though he declined 
to enter into their service as lecturer or agent. 
He lectured repeatedly upon the issues of the 
War, and eo largely appreciated were bis words 
that, when he tendered to Gov. Yates his ser- 
vices in the field, he was urged tw remain at the 
post where he was best able to do a patriot’s 
work. In his work entitled *‘ The Patrictism of 
Illinois,” which has been largely distributed to 
Soldiers’ Homes and public libraries, an impor- 
tant service bas been done to the returned and 
martyred volunteers of this State. Such is 
a necessarily brief glance at the labors of 
Dr. Eddy previously to Lis departure from this 
city. Perhaps the greatest work which he ac- 
complished dumnpg this time was the raising of 
the Wertusesiorn Christian Advocale from its 
insignificance when he tirst accepted its editor- 
ship to the powerful journal which it proved as 
long as he remained in charge—a position which 
it has since signally lost. 

He left the Advocaée in 1869 or the early part 
of 1870, and went to Washington, taking charge 
of Metropolitan Church, of which President 
Grant wasa member. He remained in charge of 
this church until appointed Missionary Secre- 
tary of the Methodist Episcopal Church, an ex-

TESTING THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

Ever since tke fire of July the question of an- 
other general conflagration has been agitating 
the minds of the people, and incidental theretu 
has come up the matéer of the city’s water-sup- 
ply. At the outset, the Fire Marshal claimed 
that he would have put a stop to that fire in its 
earliest stage had he had the requisive water fa- 
cilities. The Police Commissiouers made the 
same claim, and advanced some stroug argu- 
ments to prove that they were not to blame for 
the constant.jy-recurring fires, great and small, 
but that thrs Common Council was at fault, be- 
ing heedies:s of their advice and penurous in its 
kire Department appropriations. Indignaut cit- 
izen8, @ Wiajority of the Aldermea among the 
uumber, none of whom possessed the slight- 
est knowledge of tire service or its requi- 
sites, entered 28 counter-claim, asserting 
that tlve heads of the fire Department were re- 
sponsib).e for ali tue damage, being mcompetent 
aud untrustworthy. Then came the Citizens’ 
Associal.ion, otherwise known as the Commit:ee 
of One Hundred, and it wook sidés in the general 
argument, making common cause with tae 
indignant gentlemen before referred to. After 
the Citizeus’ Association came the dictatorial 
underwriters, with the serious threat that many 
of them would withdraw from tbe city unless 
some impracticable schemes were carried out, 
This threat alarmed tne Ciiizens’ Association, 
aud they sent for Gen. Shaler. of New York, to 
come on and take a gvood look at us, examine 


| our water-supply, iuspect our Fire Department, 
| ixm is deprived of oye of its brient and shining | 


bend an ear to the whistle of our prairie winds, 
and give us his opinion on our chances of being 
burned oul again. 

Before the. General arrived, the insurancs 
companies withdrew. But that was of no con- 
seyueuce compared with his views on the whole 
‘ire question. When be got into town the Citi- 
zeus’ Association took hoid of him and piloted 
him a.ound, iotroduciog him to this engine- 
pouse and thai, to this hydraot and that cistern, 
and, before he was fuily restea after his journey 
West, be was pled with more questions than he 
could answer ih a year. His good sense prompt- 
ed him to say nothing that he mignt regret, and, 
as a matier of fact, be bas gone away from us 
without uttering but afew words. He went to 
New York last evening, ihe understanding being 
that he should put his reilections on paper, aad 
send them back to us by mail. 

Yesverday morning 

TWELVE ENGINES 
were turned out and business was stopped on 
some of the principal streeta for two or three 
bours. Gen. Shaler wanted to know—or rather 
the Citazens’ Association were anxious that he 
should know—what our water-sapp'4y amounted 
tu, and, if possible, ascertain his views thereon. 
As before remnarked, he weat away without ex- 
pressing avy particular view. The various tests 
vegan at 9:30 a. m. underche direction of First- 
Assistant Marshal Sweenie, aided by Assistant- 
Marshals Petrie, Mushbam, and Kinney. They 
were witnessed by a vast concourse of peo- 
ple, amoog whom were & committe from the 
Citizens’ §Association, a committee of under- 
writers, and various city officiais, such as the 


others. 
THE FIRST TEST 
was made at the corner of Michigan avenue and 
Madison street. There is & cistern at tnat point 
connected with an 8-inch main, and it was deeai- 
ed important that the cistern system should be 
experimented upon. The result of the trial was 
evidently satisfactory, for, after half an hour's 
waste of water, the officials and others directly 
interested cried ** Enough!” and the dozen en- 
gines were hauled off to the corner of State and 
Washington streets, there to exe«t their powers 
in exhausting another cistern, and also an 8-inch 
main connecten with a 24-inch service-pipe. It 
was found that there was sufficient water to 
supvly good streams for all the engines, and 
afver business had been bieckaded for an hour 
or more the fire force was ordered into 
THE LATELY-BURNED DISTRICT. 

The water-supply here was found to be aito- 
gecler inadequate. Gen. Shaler himself ac- 
knowledged this. Only a few of the engines 
could draw streams, and they nled up the water 
so that the residents in the vicinity were loud in 
their denunciations of the act. From the 
burned district the engines were taken back to 
the heart of the city, and tests were made at va- 
nous corners, all of which gave satisfaction. 

THE PRACTICAL RESULTS 
of the entire trial, 80 far as the engines are con- 
cerned, is as follows: 

The first teet ocomrred at the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Madisou sireet, froma cisiern connected 
with an ®&inch mam, Six engines drew water 
from the cistern, exhausting it in thirty minutes. The 
highest water-pressure obtained was es follows: 
Engine No, 2, 125 pounds; Engine No. 5, 125 pounds ; 
Engine No, 9, 120 pounds ; Engine No, 18, 80 pounds ; 
Engine_No, i, 115 pounds ; Engine No. 27, 80 pounda, 
At the same time these engines were wing 
from the cistern, Engine No. 2 was draw- 
ing from the hydrant at the corner of Michi- 
gan avenue and Raudo!lph street, the highest pressure 
obtained here being 110 pounds ; Engines No. 10 and 11 
were drawiag from the hydrant at the corner of Wa- 
bash and Madison, the highest pressure obtained here 
being respectively 140 and 150 pounds; Engine No, 12 
was drawing from hydrant at the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Monroe, the highest pressure being 50 
pounds; Engine No, 14 was drawing from the hydrant 
corner of Michigan avenue and Madison, the highest 
pressure being 40 pounds; Engine No. “2 was drawing

of the Aldermen present, a test was made of the water- 
pressure on the hydrant before the com- 
menced work. The pressure proved to be 27 pounds, 
but after the engines commenced working the preasure 
was reduced to 17 pounds. 


The second test occurred at the corner of Washing- 


ton and State streets, from a cistern connected with an 
8-inch main connected with a 24-inch pipe This 
cistern was not exhausted during the trial, but gave a 
fuil supply throughout to ali the engines. The water- 
pressure here was a8 follows: Engine No. 2, 115 
pounds; Engine N. 5,110 pounds ; Engine No. 9, 100 
a Engine No, 25, 220 pounds; Engine No. 21, 

pounds; Engine No. 27, 7 pounds. At 
the same time this test was progressing

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Monday evening Mr. Hooley’s company pro- 
duced Edmund Falconer’s charming *comedy, 
‘*‘Men of the Day.”

Another point of superiority is the fact that its 
incidents, while scarcely those of everyday life, 
occur to characters of everydayexperience, while 
its plot is wholly above the atmosphere which 
oppresses the modern stage. The author was an 
eccentric person, and eccentricitvis allied to 
genius. He has grouped with rare judgment and 
good taste the types of fashionable society and 
that which might be calied the Granger element 
of to-day, to the advavtage of both. He has not 
hesitated to point out the weak points of both, 
nor their good ones, and above all he has suc- 
ceeded in reaching down to and laying bare the 
sroundwork of human nature underlying them 
all, without violation to experience. or 
possibility. In the plot there is great ingenuity 
displayed ; in its development unusual fertility 
of invention. The purpose holds without im- 
pressing one too heavily, for it.1s relieved by an 
array of genuine dramatic surprises and pleas- 
ures which amuse and interest. It would do 
modern playwrights good to study such pieces 
attentively, if only to be impressed with the ne- 
ceasity tor studying dialogue, and wasting no 
lines for the mere object of padding. 

The playing throughout was rather uneven, 
Its chief defect was to be found in the fact that 
thestage manager uad not superintended rehears- 
al. The piece dragged toa late hour, bevause 
some of the _ artists were not up in 
their parts. We shall not specify the 
offenders, because the misfortune was theirs 
as well as that of the audience. 
The purely comedy parts by Mrs. Maeder, Mrs. 
Williams, Mr. (Crane, and Mr. Rver, were ad- 
mirably taken. Br. O'Neil plaved with firmness 
and character, and with ease and gracefulneas. 
It is One of the many gifts of this artist that he 
can shoot a sarcasm with the directness of a 
rifle-builet, and, as the partof Arank Hawthorne 
bristles with a perpetual cross-fire of these 
amiable remarks, he was in unneual luck.

class artists, inasmuch as itis one of the most 
grateful to the star that can be found. It it had 
been written, as perhaps it was, with tke soie 
purpose of exalting ome actor beyond the rest, 
itcould not have been better handied. The 
theme is ample for such a purpose, and in history 
the hero towers sufiieiently above men and events 
to justify the concentration of interest upon 
him. We have noticed the play aiready too 
often to repeat any analysis of it. All stars who 
Wish to create a distinct impression rely upon 
ftichelieu to make it for them. If they cannot 
Bucceed in it to a certain éxtent, they cannot in 
anything. The fact is that it would be a bard 
matter to find among polished and experienced 
artists a really bad /tichelleu. A good actor may 
fail in it for reavons of temperament. Such an 
actor is John McCullough, who shines with up- 
equaled brilliancy where qualities of heart and 
not of head siamp the character assumed. Mr. 

atrett is peculiariy fitied to realize the 
iceal of the auihbor. A man of severe study 
and active brain, he is better qualified 
for syvmyathy with and ~personation of 
the Richelieu of Bulwer than any actor on the 
American stage. Mr. Barrett is a deliberate and 
earnest elocutionist, and measures the force of 
ailine with general accuracy. In moments of 
the profoundest passion he can master the sitna- 
tion, and approach the chmax of a speech with 
consummate skill, as in the curse-scene of the 
fourth act, and reserve the full force for the 
Gramatic situation. Inthe art of holding the 
charactor firmly m hand, and directing it through 
every move and incident of the piece, he shows 
a skill and power which is entirely his. In 
other words he has so thoroughly mastered it 
in minutest details that it does not run away 
with him. His Wicietieu is a firm and con- 
gistent portrait so far as Richelieu can be 
cousistent, and a closer approximation to the 
ideal of the play,than any other on the stage. It 
must be remembered, too, that*Mr. Barrett is 
the youngest tragedian on the American stage, — 
probably the younvest star of apy note who ever 
attempted the personation of the character in 
which he excels. 

Mr. Barrett is traveling with a dramatic com- 
pany which, if not of jbis own choosing, is influ- 
enced by his opinion. Theartists, therefore, are 
more or less imbued with his ideas and his earn- 
estness, and conform generaily to his schemes. 
The consequence is a fair concert of action, and 
ensemble rarely accorded by a stock company. 
Here is the great advantage of a traveling com- 
bination. Of course there are disadvantages 
also in this system, but they need no mention. 

The support in ichelieu is good. Miss Brooks, 
who played the part of Julie de Mortimer, isa 
prepossessing actress, petite, maive, and viva- 
cious, and entirely satisfactory in a role which is 
not very weighty. It is possible that she may 
be found to lack force in heavy parts, but Mr. 
Barrett's repertory does not contain pieces lrkely 
to provoke for her hostile critreism on this ac- 
count. Mr. Sutcon has evidently played the part 
of Joseph freqnentiy. It is a well-studied repre- 
sentation, and so far removed from the vuigar 
low-comedy atmosphere ustally surrounding it 
as to be tolerable. in manner and appearance 
the actor is at an advantage. Mr. Mereditn 
plays Baradas with the usual stolid villainy of 
the stage, but Bulwer must be held greatly re- 
sponsible for this. 

Mr. Laneis an intelligent De Beringhen and 
Mr. Barr a raiher boisterous Maupret. Louis 
Xi. was by ail accounts a very insignificant 
sort of figurehead, and it is bevond the power of 
any actor to distort Bulwer’s lines to depict an 
interesting personage. Mr. Morton, who plays 
the part, made his bow to Chicago audiences in 
“Led Astray’ at Hooley’s.. Mr. W. Seymour 
and Mr. Edwards make the most of the roles of 
Francois and Huguet, and finish out the cast 
forcibly and acceptably. Altogether, Mr. Bar- 
rett is traveling with a good working company, 
and, if the performance of “ Richelisu” is any 
index to future represemations, there is everv 
prospect of some excellent performances. To- 
night ** King Lear” will be given.

THE ILLINOIS LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaoo 7/'ribune, 
Orrawa, Oct. 6.—A difference of 2 cents

T upon the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 


road was made the basis of an effort to test the 
constitutionality of the Illinois Railroad law. 
Judgment of $10 and costs had been rendered 
ou the trial of the cause before a Justice of the 
Peace, which was aftirmed by the Bureau County 
Circuit County. 
AN APPEAL WAS TAKEN 

to the Supreme Court, and the case came up for 
hearing this morning. 

Attorney-General Edsall demurred to the test- 
ing of a question in which the people of [llinois 
had so momentous an interest by means of a 
little $10 suit. Besides, the main question at 
issue between the corporations aad the State did 


not arise in this case. 

This iatter position was combated bythe Hon. 
B. C. Cook, of Chicago, who recited the charters 
of the several companies, which, by consolida- 
tion, comprise the present Chicago, Burlington 


& Quincy Railroad Company, to show that the | 


right to fix reasonable rates of eomrensation for 
transportation was conferred upou the com- 
panies, and that these charters were public acts; 
iheretore, the Court was. obliged to take cogni- 
zance of them. This was 

THE ONLY IMPORTANT QUESTION 
in thecase, and the only one counsel for the 
corporation proposed or cared to discuss. 

‘The Atterney-General had insisted that the 
charter of the Aurora Brench Railroad is not a 
pubire act, and therefore the Court cannot take 
judicial notice of 11; and it may be that the as- 
ranit was committed on this branch of the road, 
and that this particular charter contamed no 
special power to fix rates of transportation. The 
manifestly sufficient answer is that, if on sbree- 
quarters or any less portion of the road the 
act of the conductor was iawful, as it clear!y

WR. COOK'S BRIEF: 

Corporations are sometimes created by the mere wil 
there being no other party whore 
quired, To such a corporation a portion of 
the power of the Legialature is granted to be exercised 
exciusiveiy for the public good, and subject, at all 
times, to be changed, modified, or repealed, These are 
public corporations, Private corporations are the resuit 
of contract—an act of the Legisiature on the one pari, 
and av acceptance,and acting under it,on the other part, 
The public, asrepresented by the Legislature, is not 
the only party im interest, for, though it has a public 
purpose to be accomplished, it chooses to accomplish 
it throngh the action of private , parties These 
two make a contract. The Legiplature for and in con- 
sideration of the outlay of money by the private 
parties for the public purpose, confere upon the par- 
ties certain privileges, powers, and capacities, The 
e&pectatijon of benefit tothe public is a moving cou- 
sideration on ove side; that of expected remuneration 
for the outiay is the consideration on the other.

, Mr. Cook then showed, by repeated decisrons of the 
Supreme Conrt of the United States, that the doctrine 
above stated is settled law, and that the clanee of the 
Constitution of the United Staies which prohibits a 
State from passing any law impairing tle obligations 
of arontract does apply to the charters of railroad 
corporations, and that this is the construction given to 
that clause of the Constitution of the United States by 
the Supreme Court, whose constitutional right it is to 
give an authoritative construction of that instrument,

preme Court upon this question have been equally 
clear and distinct, Afterward by citations from the 
Supreme Court decisions of nineteen States he showed 
that the rule stated had been universally recognized. 

The question as it is presented in this record, is 
this: Is it within the power of the Legisiature, with- 
ont any suggestion that the Railroad Company has in 
any manner violated the terms of its charter, to repeal 
so much of the charter as confers upon the corpora- 
tion authority to fix its own rates of fare? If the Leg- 
islature possesses this right, and may exercise itin a 
ease of this ‘kind without any suggestion that 
the corporation has m any manner abused the 
powers conferred° upon it by its charter, then of 
course there ia no limit tothe power of the Legisla- 
ture to alier the charter. It may altér it toany ex- 
tent andin any manner atits discretion, If it may 
alter the charter at all, it is clear that its power is un- 
limited in that regard. If this is a proper and legiti- 
mate exercise of legislative power, it cannot be re- 
viewed by the-courts, and the result is reached : 
that the immense amount of capital invested 
in railways th the State of TIitinois, under 
the sanction and guaranty of charters which all courts 
bave concurred in pronouncing to be contracts which 
could not be altered or impaired, can be held hereafter 
only according to the expression of the popular will, 
and may, by the result of atown meeting, be made of 
no value in aday. The principle becomes established, 
that, for this class of property, there is no security im 
the law; and when once the barriers which 
guard the possession of one species of property are 
broken down, no security will be afforded by the law 
to the possession of any other class of property. Of 
course, there can pe no appeal from the decision of 
the Legislature, to the decision of a jury, or of a court 
upon the question whether the rates fixed by the Legis- 
lature are reasonable or unreasonable, if the Lepisia- 
ture has the power to fix these rates, If it has the 
power to fix the rate at which the personal services 
of the agents of this railroad company shall be render- 
ed, and the compensation which the Company shail re- 
ceive for the work it performs, for the use of its 
property, and for the risk it incurs, it has the right to 
do the same thing for every natural person. If the 
Legislature decrees that the services shall be rendered 
and the property used without adequate com- 
pensation, there is no review of its decision, and 
the value of the property is destroyed at once, and 
the guarantee of the rights of property and the avails 
of iabor, in the Constitution of the State of Itincis 
and of the United States, becomes the merest sham 
and delusion, This question to-day affects the rights 
of the stockholders of railroad companies in 
this State to the beneficial use of their prop- 
erty. To-mdéfrow it may affect the rights 
of the individual § citizen. If this -Railroad 
Company’ is deprived of tke beneficial use of 
its railroad to-day, any minority of the people who 
may become unpopular with tle majority may be de- 
prived of their property whenever the majority sha!l 
elect. The question is not one affecting the boiders oi 
railroad property exclusively, but one in which every 
citizen is interested, and which lies at the foundation 
of constitutional government.

GALENA & PLATIEVILLE NARROW-GAUGE 
BROAD.

LANCASTER, Wis., Oct. 5.—Last Friday morn- 
ing a delegation of citizens of this village—conr- 
sisting of Judge J. T. Mills; John Couer, editor 
of the Herald ; George Howe, A. Nathan, A. 
Burr, F. Halbert, Hugh A. Moore, and John G. 
Clark—went to Galena to consult with the 
President and Directors of the Galena & Platte- 
ville Narrow-Gauge Railroad as to the terms 
upon which the road could be extended from 
Platteville to this place. They met the officers 
of the road in the parlur of the DeSoto House, 
and, after a free interchange of views, received 
from President Ryan a proposition, in substance, 
that, if the towns along the road would secure 
the right of way, grade, __ tie, and 
fence the road, build bridges, culverts, etc., the 
Company would bind itself to furnish and lay 
down the iron, equip the road with rolling- 
stock, and erect the depots.
